In 
all the campaigning of MaoArthnr 
aud Lawcon above Malolos and around 
Ban Fernando, lasting two or tbrec 
weeks, there were 7000 men engaged, 
and they (.were different from those 
who have bean fighting this week. 
The truth is that at no time has Gen- 
eral Otis had more than ouo-foarth of 
his army moving or fighting.

The best donkeys come from Arabia. 


They hare clean, smooth coats, hold 
t.hcir heads high and are used only foi 
riding purposes. Many are eenf to Per- 
sia, ivbere they sell /or high sums.

In the far cast the donkey for cen' 


turies has received the appreciation ol 
all classes. A fine Arab steed, used 
solely for the saddle, exists in Syria and 
a smaller kind is devoted to the use ol 
the women when they wish to rid* 
abroad. 


As one goes farther east the don- 


keys diminish in stature, and in Indio 
the liny animal called a donkey is used 
only by the people of the lower caste.

Although the donkey was known In 


England in the reign of the earlier Sax- 
ons, it WHS not common, for it became 
extinct till the reign of Elizabeth.

USES FOR CORUNDUM. 


For Abr«lve Pnrpoiei la Work OB 


HetKli II May B«p»l»t 


Emery. 


Thore will probably soon be employ- 


ment for the large deposits of corun- 
dum in North Carolina, as uses for thai 
.nincral in tho arts arc being found 
This mineral is the crystallized oxide 
of alumina, and, though H is essentially 
of India, it ia found in gem form no< 
only in North Carolina, but to some 
extent in Georgia, and there are valu< 
able deposits of it in British Ontario. 
In Nature is <in article setting forth 
the uses and value of corundum, and it 
appears that it is employed chiefly foi 
abrasive purposes, mostly }n the form 
of corundum wheels, which are said to 
be twice as effective and durable as 
emery wheels. Corundum wheels may 
be regarded as rotary files, the cutting 
points of which never grow dull. They 
are rapidly replacing flies for cutting 
down metal surfaces, and taking the 
place of grindstones for sharpening 
tools. Wo are told that while a flic 
is useless when it has lost five per cent 
of its weight, the corundum grains 
throughout a wheel retain their cut 
ting power so that it can be worked 
until quite 90 per cent, of its welphl 
Is worn off. Thus, while it has been 
estimated that to remove one pound 
weight of iron with a file costs 6S cents, 
the same amount of work can be done 
with an emery or corundum wheel in 
about one-eighth of tho time and at 
one-seventh of the cost.

the increase has been made up from 
the product ot our mines, loss th 
amount used in the arts, and by th 
release of gold from hoards. 


Another significant fact is that th 


popular sentiment regarding gold ha 
been entirely reversed in three yean 
For example, in 1890, until the preb 
dential election, there was an urgen 
demand for gold, due to distrust ro 
gnrding the maintenance of our cur 
rfcuoy conditions and also due to th 
entire absence of confidence in th 
financial policy of tho Cleveland ac 
ministration. During Mr. Cleveland 
term the secretary of the treasury sol 
bonds of the par value of $202,315,435, 
bearing a high rate of interest, for the 
ostensible purpose of maintaining the 
gold reserve, which was constantly 
being depleted, but really for the pur- 
pose of making up for deficiencies in 
revenue caused by the operation of the 
Wilson free trade tariff. The demand 
for gold drained the treasury, bring- 
ing it almost to the verge of bank- 
ruptcy at the end of January, 18'Jj, 
and again at the close of January, 
1896. No sooner was gold paid into 
the treasury for bonds than it was

STATE LOTTERY IN ITALY.

Rick aad Poor—Dream Book* 


to Help tut Selection. 


Held weekly throughout the prin- 


cipal cities of the kingdom, the Italian 
state lottery is a very fruitful source 
of income for the government. 
In 


1896-'97 the net returns amounted tc 
33,363,674 lire, and in 1887-98 totaled 
35,494,287 lire, or over £ 1,250,000. As if 
well known, the love of gambling is o 
very prominent charaeteristic of th« 
Italians, as indeed of most southern na- 
tion*, and the state lottery is patron 
ized by the wealthy signori, though un- 
fortunately more extensively by the 
poorer classes, who have often hardly 
the wherewith » purchase chestnuts 
and polenta. There are over 1,400 
lotto 


banks in Italy, and in Florence then 
are 28, rural Sardinia alone not being 
represented, for, on the authority o) 
Beauolerk, the well-known author od 
•'Hural Italy," there is not a singli 
lottery bank In that island. 


The lowest stake IB 12 centisimi, 01 


rather less than a penny farthing. The 
lottery takes place on\Satnrday at foui 
o'clock, and during the 
forenoon 


crowds besiege the .banks giving in 
their numbers, often to the great be- 
wilderment of the passing "forestieri." 
Drawings take place in Turin, Milan 
Venice, Florence, Home, Bari, Naples 
and Palmero, and it is allowable tc 
play for any or all of these cities, bat 
the number given in. at the bank must 
be drawn at the particular city which 
the player names, or otherwise he will 
not win. For instance, if he mentioned 
2£ Milan, and 25 turned up in Home 01 
elsewhere, he would lose. The range 
of numbers is from one to ninety in 
elusive, and five numbers are drawn 
every week in each of the above-named 
cities. The simplest chance, or "sem- 
plice," is to stake on any one number 
and should it turn up, the winner ob 
t^ina ten times his money, or, bettei 
still, he can play on the "all' Imbatto' 
(that is, on the cumber selected vcrsui 
the other 89 numbers), and thus gain 
11% times his stake. If the player,-in 
addition to selecting a number, men- 
tions the order in which it will appeal 
among the five numbers, he obtains 
tey, times the stake.

cegrfally on two numbers, the return is 
850 times the stake, and is called win- 
ning an "ambo." Three numbers, 01 
a "ternok" obtain 
4,250 timea - the 


stake, and finally, four numbers, o?q

Lans is, then, to select their numbers. 
There is a "Libro dei Sogni," or "Book 
of Dreams," that assigns a number foi 
every possible event. As, of course, 
the numbers in the "Libro dei Sogni" 
are as likely to turn up as any others, 
an occasional win is scored, and thus 
absurd credulity in the matter is fos- 
tered. An authentic instance of this 
happened quite recently in Florence.

Sharks attaining n 
ength of more than 100 feet are found 
n comparatively recent fossil deposits. 
Another fish which represents a largei 
irehistOTic species is the American 
iony pike, which is one of the few 
survivals of the enormous Ganoids ot 
the secondary strata. The tiny nautilus 
of the present day had kindred ten oi 
twelve feet .long in early times. An- 
other small shellfish, the pteropod, 
whose delicately complex structure is 
>acked in an inch of shell, is found in 
Fossil remains to have reached the re- 
spectable length of a couple of feet.
